Summary of reasons for decision: 

The magazine needs restriction to adults because of its explicit sexual content. The magazine 
focuses primarily on depictions of naked women posed in a sexualised manner for the titillation 
of the reader. Dense pages of website, classified and telephone sex advertisements appear 
throughout the magazine, often with cmde and derogatory terms for women. The injury lies in 
the potential for the material to confuse and disturb children and young persons before a healthy 
sense of personal sexuality has been formed, and regard the somewhat degrading sexual 
comments and attitudes as socially acceptable. Several small advertisements go very close to, but 
just fall short of, tending to promote and support the use of urine in association with sexual and 
degrading conduct. 

This restriction interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society, given the likely injury to the public good if it was available to children and young persons.
